Oil Registration 


Dealers To Get Blanks 
Beginning Tuesday 


The  tentatively-complete pro- 
gram of registration for all fuel oil 
consumers was cancelled yesterday 
morning by new orders from the 
office of State Director Henry 
Parkman, Jr., and it is uncertain 
at this time just when the registra- 
tion will take place. 

It had been announced earlier 
that registration by dealers would 
take place next Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, ordinary consumers on 
October 26 and 27, and commercial, 
industrial and miscellaneous users 
of fuel oil during the week begin- 
ning October 26. Only the dealer 
registration, however, will now 
take place according to this sche- 
dule. 

Hach dealer will receive what- 
ever number of applications he 
requires, and distripute them io 
his customers before October 24. A 
sufficient number of deputy mem- 
bens of the ration board will he 
Sworn in before the 26th, and they 
will start work on the applications 
as soon as they begin to come in. 

The registration, when dates will 
have been assigned for it, will be 
held in the local schools. The pro- 
blems connected with this process 
are not as clear-cut as in the per- 
manent gasoline registration, when 
there was a clear division of res- 
ponsibility between the school’s is- 
suance of “A” rations, and the ra- 
tioning board’s responsibility for

Library Is Now 
On War Basis 


Elmer Davis, director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, issued a 
statement recently linking libraries 
very closely with the war effort, 
according to Miss Miriani Putnam 
of the Memorial Hall library. The 
Statement said in part, “In the pres- 
ent war, librarians carry a respon- 
sibility such as they have never 
carried in our history... librarians 
occupy a position in American life 
which enables them to see to it 
that the people of this country 
have the facts before them.” 

Libraries the country over have 
felt the impact of these issues, and 
they have been reflected in library 
services and library book-buying. 
The local library, for instance, 
offers a constantly growing collect- 
ion of technical books, serves as an 
information center with material 
available about many aspects of 
the ‘war effort, features book éxhi- 
bits and bulletin displays of timely 
interest, compiles book lists on 
such subjects as civilian defense, 
victory gardens, nutrition and the 
like, and cooperates with all com- 
mun'‘ty groups. It serves as the lo- 
cal headquarters for the duration 
for the Victory Book campaign, 
which is concerned with collecting 
readable books to be distributed to 
the men in uniform,

The story of last week-end in An- 
dover is going to make an awful 
lot of Andover boys very proud 
that they are Andover boys. There 
have been times when it didn’t 
quite seem as if we realized we 
were in the war, but the spirit 
manifested here over the holidays 
gave evidence that Andover is well 
aware of the part that even 
civilians have to play to win this 
war. 

The response of the public here 
was truly impressive, both for the 
carnival and for the scrap collec- 
tions. It’s very important to keep 
up the morale of our fighting 
forces, and it’s up to Andover to 
do its part by keeping our 600 and 
more boys and girls happy. What 
we did over the week-end will do 


much to achieve this aim. In the 
meantime, too, we managed to pile 
up a much higher amount of scrap 
than our quota called for, scrap 
that will some day be used by our 
boys in bringing about victory. 

There were two reasons for the 
success of the Service Men’s Fund 
endeavor. One was that the pub- 
lic does feel grateful to its boys 
and girls in the service. The other 
is that the committee in charge 
worked as few committees have in 
recent years. Everyone of them de- 
serves praise, but especial men- 
tion should go to John Erving who 
was tireless in his efforts, unspar- 
ing of his time. To him and his 
fellow-workers Andover owes a 
debt of gratitude for being given 
such a fine opportunity to express 
its gratitude to the 600 who are 
now serving their country,

To the Editor: 

The majority of Americans to- 
day, those worth their salt as such, 
want to do something positive to- 
wards helping their country, to- 
wards winning the war. On the 
home front we have responded to 
the call of civilian defense, of the 
scrap drive, of the bond drive— 
and we are all going to pay higher 
taxes. How much satisfaction we 
shall get out of this last is perhaps 
debatable. But that there is satis- 
faction to be derived from the 
other outlets for our desire to 
serve is clear to any one who has 
availed himself of them. 


There is still another way to 
serve, and a very real and import- 
ant way, that shortly will be 


opened still wider to the patriotic 
citizens of Andover. That is the 
opportunity of donating a pint of 
blood to the plasma bank main- 
tained by the American National 
Red Cross for the benefit of our 


soldiers, sailors, and marines 
throughout the world, 
“Shock,” as it is called, that 


sudden disastrous lowering of the 
vitality of a man who has been in- 
jured or burned, is recognized as 
the outstanding cause of war fa- 
talities. Transfusions of plasma, 
the “carrying fluid” of the blood 
separated from the corpuscles, are 
the outstanding, indeed the essen- 


tial, treatment for severe shock 
cases. The new sulpha drugs that 
check infection can be produced 


chemically in quantity. But there 
is only one source for our plasma 
—the blood that runs in the veins 
of Americans. ‘The military have 
called on the Red Cross to supply 
2,500,000 pints of plasma! 

Many citizens of Andover have 


already gone to the blood donor 
center of the Red Cross at 691 
Boylston street, Boston, and have 


given their blood. Many more are 
needed there in Boston, for the 
quota is up, the supply of donors 
not equal to the capacity of the 
center to handle them. If An- 
doverians who can go to Boston 
will call Kenmore 6090, they can 
make appointments and _ receive 
full information. 

Those of us who cannot get into 
Boston may still make our dona- 
tions near home, On April 5, the 
mobile blood donation unit from 
Boston will come to Andover for 
five days. On November 2 next, the

unit will be in Lawrence for five 


days under the auspices of the 
Lawrence chapter of the Red 
Cross. Andover donations will be 


most gratefully received. 


Any one who wishes at this time 
to donate the pint of his blood that 
may save the life of an American 
fighting man, perhaps a fellow An- 
doverian, is requested to fill out a 
form obtainable from Frank ‘Mar- 
key at the Burns Company. Volun- 
teers must be in good health and 
between the ages of 18 and 60, in- 
clusive; donors under 21 must have 
the written permission of their 
parents. Volunteers will state the 
times at which they are available, 
and a card confirming a definite 
appointment within those times 
will be sent from Lawrence, A 
medical examination is given be- 
fore donation.

Speaking for a moment as an in- 
dividual who has already donated, 
I should like to say that nothing 
that I have been able to do has 
given me a more satisfactory sense 
of having made a veal contribution, 
even though a small one, towards 
winning the war. Nor has anything 
I have done caused me any less 
discomfort—only the slight prick of 
the novocaine needle, against that 
a cup of ‘good coffee, free, some- 
thing of a rarity these days, and 
afterwards a sense of physical as 
well as spiritual well-being.

On Tuesday morning Miss Hear- 
sey presented to the school the op- 
portunity for enlistment in the Vic- 
tory Corps, the national movement

Commerce, United States Office of 


Education War Time Commission, 
and the Department of Civilian 
Aviation, It is expected that this 
movement will spread through all 
the high schools, public and pri- 
vate, in the country. Its two main 
Objectives are (1) the training of 
youth for war service that will 
come after they leave school, and 
(2) the active participation of 
youth in the war effort while they 
are in school. 

Miss Hearsey explained that 
every student enrolled at Abbot 
academy could qualify for member- 
ship in the Victory Corps under the 
first objective, since every course 
of study was in a sense preparing 
the student for further training and 
eventual usefulness in war service. 
Under the second objective she an- 
nounced that Abbot was offering 
the opportunity for enlistment in 
ohe of the following courses: First 
Aid, which will meet the require- 
ments for the Red Cross certifi- 
cate; home nursing; nutrition, 
which will meet the requirements 
for the modified certificate offered 
by the Red Cross; weather, which 
will include a study of what makes 
the weather and how it can be 
forecast. 

There will aiso be a protection 
and production plant, which will 
include elementary training jn air-

supplemental and miscellaneous 
rations, In the fuel oil registration, 
the local boards will take full res- 
ponsibility for the issuance of all 
rations, for home use, cooking, 
apartments, office buildings and in- 
dustrial plants. 


The teachers will not issue any 
rations, or tailor ration books, but 
merely receive applications, check 
them for completeness, and assist 
in making them out. The consumer 
must make two visits, one to file 
his application, at the schools, and 
a few days later to get his ration 
book at the rationing board office. 
The teachers will compute the 
amount of fuel ojl needed by each 
consumer, but the board will re- 
view every case and make the final 
allotment. 

Members of the local rationing 
board will attend a regional meet- 
ing at the Lowell city hall tomor- 
row evening, and possibly new 
dates for consumer registration 
will be assigned then. It is empha- 
sized, however, that the dealer re- 
gistration will take place as plan- 
ned.

Sunday morning, impressive pa- 
triotic exercises were held in 
nearly all the local churches, the 
clergymen offering special _ ser- 
mons on the war effort. 


Sunday afternoon, more than 
1500 people attended the dedica- 
tory exercises at the servicemen’s 
plaque at the town houwse, con- 
ducted by the American Legion 
and its auxiliary, with Past Com- 
mander Stafford A. Lindsay as 
master of ceremonies. 


After introductory remarks on 
the nature of the plaque and the 
Legion’s purpose in erecting it, the 
Punchard girls’ band gave a stir- 
ring rendition of the National An- 
them while a flag was run to the 
top of the flagpole. 

Very Rev. Thomas B. Austin, O. 
S. A., gave the invocation and 
Chairman Roy EH. Hardy of the 
board of selectmen was next intro- 
duced. Mr. Hardy remarked that 
he found such a gathering a heart- 
tingling spectacle. He had just re- 
ceived information, he said, of the 
success of the scrap drive, and it 
appeared that Andover would 
double its quota. 

Turning to the record of the 
boys-in service, he mentioned that 
Andover has had a long and glor- 
ious record in the country’s wars, 
starting with the first body of 17 
soldiers which was formed here in 
in the early 1600’s, and later grew 
to take part in the Indian strug- 
gles of that time. In 1775, he said, 
400 Andover men were organized 
into four companies of militia, and 
every vote towards liberty and 
self-government was unanimous. 

“Now,” he concluded, “there are 
600 Andover boys already in ser- 
vice, a number that may have 
doubled by the end of next year. 
We're going to be very proud of 
each of them. But when they come 
back, will they have cause to be 
proud of us?” 

Edward P. Hall and J. Everett 
Collins of the selectmen were in- 
troduced to the gathering by Mr. 
Lindsay. Said Mr. Collins, ‘who 
of us, members of the forces who 
went across 25 years ago, would 
ever have thought that we would 
be here today, honoring another 
such group. It was not completed 
then, but we hope and pray that 
the great work will be completed 
this time, and are certain that it 
will.” 

“But, while we stand here in 
great humility, we can all do our 
part on the home front. The cause, 
on these three days, is being 
helped with remarkable devotion, 
and is a fine example of the co-

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operative spirit. We have had a 
fine two days, and we hope to- 
night’s and tomorrow’s programs 
for the servicemen will evoke 
equal interest.” 

Commandant Lawrence J. Quig- 
ley of the Chelsea Soldiers’ Home, 
the speaker of the afternoon, de- 
clared that “we at home can only 
take a small part in the war; none 
the less, whatever we do will help 
to shorten it. It takes fourteen of 
us at home to provide for one boy 
overseas. The collection of junk by 
the home-owner is a main part of 
the war effort, Everything remain- 
ing in our attic will prolong the 
war.” 


“Casualties will be very great in 
this war,” he continued. ‘We will 
not be on tthe verge of victory un- 
til everyone, every day, is willing 
to face the question, ‘What am I 
doing’.” 

He stated that “this is the last 
war,” since not only the soldiers, 
but the whole civilian populace 
hates war, and wants no part of it. 
He traced its causes to the preva- 
lent dissoluteness cf the past two 
decades. “We seemed’ to live in a 
world that God had left entirely in 
our hands. We sought only our 
own pleasures. This war did not 
start in Poland; it started when 
God was driven out of France and 
Russia, and churches were turned 
into places of sin. We allowed the 
burning at the stake of priests in 
Mexico; we allowed tht rape of 
Manchuria. Hitler’s wholesale in- 
carceration of Jews, Catholics, 
Freemasons in concentration camps 
was! only the culmination.” 

Mrs. L. W. Muise, president of 
the Legion auxiliary, stated that 
her organization was proud of the 
part it had had in erecting the 
plaque, and offered special congra- 
tulations to the mothers of service- 
men present. The program closed 
with a selection by the Legion bu- 
gle and drum conps, benediction by 
Rey. John S. Moses, and the blow- 
ing of taps. 

Sunday evening’s community 
get-together and song festival 
opened with prayer by Rev. Her- 
man C. Johnson. Selectmen J. 
Everett Collins, the Andover Male 

hoir and women’s chorus led the 
packed house in several of the old 
time songs. A bond-rally was also 
held, during which a large amount 
of bonds and stamps was sold by 
members of the British War Vet- 
erans, American Legion and V. F. 
W., and their auxiliaries, and sev- 
eral moving pictures were shown. 

Dr. Claude M. Fuess, headmaster 
of Phillips Academy, was the main 
speaker of the evening. “I am 
proud to be here,” he stated. “I 


that you’ll like.

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love this community, and I am 
deeply interested in this enter- 
prise.” 

“This war is a bad thing, on the 
whole,” he continued, “but it has 
done something for us. The ’20s and 
’80s were an inglorious period of 
vaccillation, cowardice, material- 
ism, when America nearly lost its 
soul. The Axis nations first began 
to rise during that period, when 
our internal hatreds overcame 
our natural friendships. All over 
the country, these hatreds devel- 
oped; now, however, they are gone, 
and we are Americans before all 
else.” 

He pointed out that, though Ger- 
many began the war as a unified 
nation, little by little disruption, 
dissentions, murmurs, silent pro- 
tests, began to make themselves 
felt. Meanwhile, unity is growing 
here, and we are getting together 
in one cause after another; ob- 
viously, we are getting something 
we could secure in no other way. 

“T heard you sing ‘Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers’ a few minutes ago,” 
he added, “and I think that, of all 
the war songs that are still being 
sung, this fine old battle-hymn 
best contains the meaning of the 
conflict. The hymn is getting 
stronger and stronger—it is as if 
some great human instinct, a spir- 
itual instinct, is finally gaining 
voice; it is the spirit of Chris- 
tianity moving against the forces 
of paganism in the greatest strug- 
gle of all time.” 

“Benjamin Franklin, when the 
Constitution was adopted after a 
summer of stuggle, said, ‘All sum- 
mer I have watched the emblem 
behind our president’s chair. Ihave 
wondered whether the emblem sig- 
nified a rising or a setting sun. 
After today’s work, I know that it 
is rising,’ 

“Today, I too see that we can go 
forward as one man, the hill, the 
mill and the till, to make our 
weight felt in this all-out war.”
